In Regard to the Manifesto of the Norfolk 


County Co:r.jr.:s3loners. 


Last winter a joint special committee of 


the legislature was appintcd to investigate 
tha acts of the. Norfolk county commis" 
sioners since 1890. The commissioners 
had built a court house at a cost amount- 
ing to three or four times as much as the 
tar payers bad expected to pay, and the 
result was a scandal followed by legisla- 
tive investigation. 


Representative C. Q. Richmond ofthi" 


city was a member of the investigating 
committee, and h« states that tlie com- 
missioners mide a rather poor showing at 
the time of tho Investigation. 
Ejcords 


had been bnrned and there were many 
things which caused tbe committee to 
ieol that the coin miasionera did not want 
too mnoh light turned upon their acts. 
The result was that the report of tho 
couimlitee was not very flattering to the 
county commissioners, who are about to 
issue a manifesto to the voters of Norfolk 
county concerning the matter.

Clinton Q. Richmond of North Adams, 


concerning the Norfolk county commis- 
sioners' manire%to, said to the Journal 
correspondent that he considered the 
manifesto a campaign document. Ho 
said the legislative committee which was 
appointed to investigate the charges 
against the county commissioners was 
evidently a well chosen one. There was 
not a man on it that lived in Norfolk 
county, and so the members had no pre- 
judice. He believes the decision of the 
committee was carefully arrived at. 
Re- 


garding the charge of inattention roads 
against tbe committee, he said the hear- 
ing was conducted as any legislative hear- 
ing is. It took up a great deal of tima; 
five weeks or so. That was a great de- 
mand to make upon the members. They 
did not like to miss all matters in the 
house. There were bills In which they 
were interested, because of their refer- 
ence to home matters or other causes, j 
and the members wished to vote upon 
them or perhaps speak concerning them. 
To do this of course they had to absent 
themselves occasionally. The members 
felt that if no obstacles hid been put ii 
the way of getting the faoU in the caso 
that the bearing would not have been so 
long and taxing, but it w»s tbe opinion 
tbat almost every obstacle possible wao 
interposed. Even if the members were 
not all present during allAhe tisne of the 
hearing there was a stenographer care- 
fully taking the testimony, and copies of 
tbo stenographic report 
were either 


placed in the hands of tba members or so 
placed that all of them bad access to 
them.

Blacklnton Residence May be Used Until 


t 
the Building is Completed. 


Porter & Hannum say they expect to 


have the normal school building in condi- 
tion to admit of opening the school by 
October 1, although there will bo consid- 
erable work of one kind and another to 
be done after that time. 


It is expected that early in September 


the state board of education will appoint 
a principal of the school. Very soon 
thereafter a corps of teachers will be 
organized and the school will in all prob- 
ability be opened in October if not earlier- 
The completion of the building Is not ab- 
solutely essential to the opening of the 
school, as the Blackinton residence, now 
owned by the city, can be hmd, if wanted, 
to accommodate the school until the new 
building is ready, and it is not unlikly that 
this opportunity will be improved in case 
the school building is not completed as 
soon as needed.

September 1 to January 1 were provided 
by the legislature, which appropriated 
$6,000 for the purpose a short time before 
adjournment. It is therefore reasonable 
to expect that the normal school here will 
be opened at no very distant date.

Cor.s qiiently we read from time to time 
excellent advice to women who wish to 
aid their husbands and increase the family 
exchequer, to discharge the cook and do 
their own cooking, instead of writing fur 
the newspapers or painting isnpossible 
landscapes. This is followed by the usual 
tirade against the auibit o i, conceit and 
false pr:de of women who strive to court 
the public eyo and packet, rather than 
abide by the old proverb, "A penny saved 
is a penny earned " »« 


There is a grain of truth in this. Of 


course, else it would never have survived 
so many reprints; but there is another 
side to the matter which, injustice to Ihe 
wife and mother, should occasionally be 
presented. The average American house- 
wife keeps but one servant ill her most 
prosperous days, while the majority prob" 
ably never employ even one save in emer- 
gencies. 
Suppose this average house, 


keeper follows the above-mentioned ad- 
vice and discharges Bridget, incapable as 
she may have been, what are the burdens 
she undertakes? 


HertoTore she has been a busy woman 


in caring for her children and the family 
wardrobe; now she assumes all that two 
other strong arms have done. At present 
there is a kick of women who cm go out 
to work by the hour, and as a rule they 
share the general Iccompetency 
that 


reigns in all domestic service, and arc 
unreliable in filling their engagements. 
Cooking, per at, is a fine art—interest- 
ing and of vital importance, but "it is not 
all of life" In tbe kitchen, nor is tbe end 
thereof reached when tbe dainty dish is 
cooked to perfection. 
Probably it has 


required the use of six other dishes at 
leant, and must be served in several more. 
Dish-wishing is no small item in house- 
work. Tbe task of keeping C^e kitchen 
ranje and kitchen floor in good prder is 
always bundensome yet necessary. The 
polishing of a kitchen range must ever be 
a vexation of soul to tbo woman conscious 
that she is capable of better things and 
realizing that it is a useless piece ot busi- 
ness at best, adding nothing whatever to 
the comfort or wcl'-being of the houst- 
bold and working untold detriment to ber 
own complexion, hair and Lands. Wlio 
can blame her if she tries, vainly perhaps, 
to write storie" that will be paid for, or 
furbishes up her music in the hope of 
rcruring a few pupils, thus enabling her 
to hire another to perform these task1;, so 
back-breaking, and so numerous an t) 
endanger the mothering of her family, if 
she attempts them all herself? 


Lot us rebel against the kitchen raugei 


which we are persuaded h;ie passed th£ t 
zenith of its popularity. Let us go event 
farther and abolish the larpe k'Uben I 
entirely. I'istcad have a room, puntry 
and kitchen combined, Htted with neces- 
sary shelves and cupboards for dishes 
and cooking utensils, and a small store 
room for cooked foo'l and refrigerator. 
Heat this kitchen with the house-furnace 
and use one of the modern cooking appli- 
anrei—gas range, gasoline or oil-stove or 
Aladdin oven—any of which is superior in 
cooking qualifications and vastly easier to 
carp for than the cumbersome ranges 
now in use. With earn and experience 
the expense will not be greater, espe<~- 
ially if one considers the convenience and 
personal comfort of the work as pORsrss- 
ing any value. Besides, tbe more gener- 
ally this plan is adopted, the cheaper gas 
or electric power will become, as the de- 
mand is sure to increase the output at.d 
so reduce the price to the consumer. 


AVith cooking utensils at band, mad-* of 


agate or other light weight ware, cooking 
apparatus perfectly under control (this 
can never be the case with the c«al range; 
the number of steps taken woull bo re- 
duced to a minimum, time -.vould be 
saved, overheating avoided, dust Irom 
roal and ashes utterly eliminated, and I lie 
lloor space to be scrubbed reduced very 
materially. None but the woman wb'> 
does ber own work can realize what a 
saving of enargv this would mean.

SOME QUESTIONS FOR THE CITY COUN- 


CIL ABOUT THE STREET RAILWAY. 


Wednesday evening the city council is 


to meet to consider a petition of the 
Koosao Valley street railroad in the mat- 
tor of extending th 3 line of that rorpora- 
tion to the Union. The question of public 
interest is as to the location of the tracks 
in the streets and in what streets these 
tracks shall be laid. 


The most direct way to the Union and 


Crst to be considered by the company is a 
track op Eagle street or thpouih North 
Church street and Eagle street. This way 
allows the most direct connection with 
the present terminus of the company's 
track, and, probably, affords the least ex- 
pensive way of extension. 


But ia this plan best 'or the city, and in 


tbe long run will It be best for the com- 
pany? 
No temporary advantage can 


possibly off-set any serious discommodity 
or long-standing unpleasantness that 
might come of building the tracks aleng 
certain streets, provided the trouble could 
be avoided, although with some little in- 
convenience or additional outlay at this 
time by the street railroad company. In 
a word, the misappropriation or misuss 
of franchise privileges never pays any- 
txly—either a corporation or tbe people 
that must patronize that corporation, and 
may make a lasting ill-feeling that leads 
the way to no possible good and ID much 
harm. 


A few questions fairly answered may 


lead the way to a right solution of this 
extension problem. 
We want to pint 


them to the city council for their courte- 
ous consideration. 


If the extension is allowed on Eagle 


street, which is already too narrow and 
too crowded to accommodate its traffic, 
will it not be a very great inconvenience 
•nd detriment, not only to property own- 
era and business men along the narrow 
portion of that street (from Main to Cen- 
ter streets,) but also to any persons hav- 
ing to pass with teams along that thor- 
oughfare? 


Supposing the line is extended up Main 


•tract and down North Church street. 
"Will not this plan be a great annoyance 
to four of our churches and mar the only 
place resembling (however little) a public 
square in our city ? 
Would this plan not 


b(»wery offensive to a great majority of 
the people of North Adams? 


As to the plan of going up East Main 


street and down the "clay road," that 
would so combine all tbe evils of the 
North Church street route beside marring 
one of the finest streets of the city and 
practically the only approach by carriage 
to a large portion of the finest residence 
part of the city, that we do not believe 
there is any question to be asked about 
this route. 


Then what is to be done ? For the 


extension will be of Tame to tbe city and 
tbe people of tbe Union and Beaver and 
Erlggsvllle, and some street must be 
Used. 


Why not allow the uste of Holden street 


and either Center or River streets from 
that street? Is it not a wider street than 
Eagle and less crowded, and is there any 
objection against using this street that 
cannot be urged against using Eagle? If 
the extension go this way will It not be a 
convenience to the patrons of the road, so 
many of whom reside on River street and 
streets beyond it? 


Why is not this plan one that obviates 


tbe possible serious detriment to Eagle 
atreet, ana avoids giving offense to the 
•krarch people who attend worship at any 
•f the three or four churches buddl'sd 
•bout "monument square ?" 


We do not assume any cock-sure wisdom 


that the Holden street plan is tbe best 
one. 
But we believe it is. We believe 


tbe people of this city would like it best, 
and we believe in the long run it would be 
best for tbe railroad company, and so 
v,6 have asked the city council to consider 
the above questions.

for le.'s than ita coin»ge value, how is the 
man who 'owes a debt1 to 'go out into 
the market and buy silver and have it 
coined and IUE it t? pay his debt'—saving, 
as the Populist debt-sealers hope, and as 
the first part of Mr. Bryan's argumuit 
seemed to imply, 47 per cent, of his in- 
debtedness?"

His Bret 
mistake was an attempt to substitutecom- 
mon sense talk for brilliant rhetoric, in 
the presence of an audienes gathered 
almost entirely out of curiosity to hear a 
notable magnetic speaker.

mistake was the reading of his speech 
from a manuscript. 
Imagine Beeoherin 


the presence; imagine Wendell Phillips, 
Henry Clay. Daniel Webster, John C. Cal- 
honn, reading from a manuscript to an 
audience of at least 12,080 individuals. His 
third mistake was his appearance before 
an audience of any size worried mentally, j 
played oat physically, and conscious of 
his inability to cope with the situation. I 
feel heartily sorry for the boy orator. His . 
friends should have cared for him more 
intelligently.—Joseph Howard.

DASTE GJUWIBL ROSETTI. 


HUMOROUS TOM REED 


HE DISCUSSES THE FINANCIAL QUES- 


TION IN PLAIN WORDS. 


Bldlral.l the "Crime of •»»»—Explain* 


Clmrlr Whr Cheap Money Drives On* 
Dear Money—Some Homely Illnstnttloni. 
Experience of This Country—Distrust 
Brought on Hard Times In 1893. 


In accepting a lenomination for con- 


gress at Portland, Me., 011 Aug. 6, 
Thomas B. Reed devoted most of his 
time to the money question. He spoke 
plainly and pointedly. He said in part: 


I suppose that if I have listened once, 


I bave a hundred times, to the declara- 
tion in congress that silver money was 
stealthily demonetized, Well, now, I 
myself in the house of representatives 
produced the volume of The Cougree- 
liocal Record which contained the de- 
bates of the change in 187S, and there 
were 196 columns, made tip of speeches 
that-were actually made on the subject, 
and it was tip twice, and, I think, three 
times. And yet they say it was done in 
a corner. Then they have declared that 
it was done by an emissary from abroad, 
and they even went to the extent of 
giving the nnrneof Ernest Sayd. Ernest 
Sayd was always a silver man aud was 
not here when the thing was done. 


It has also been said that this was a 


steal by which w« were called upon to 
furnish a more ooetly metal, and, there- 
fore, our creditors were going to get 
more out of UK, and it was all a plot 
with that in view. The answer ia simple 
and conclusive. In the first place we 
had cot, prior to 1873, had a single dol- 
lar of gold or silver currency in this 
country for years, and wo did not have 
any for five years afterward. And there 
is another faot, a pretty important one, 
and that is that in 1878 the silver which 
would have made a United States stand- 
ard silver dollar of 418'g grains was 
worth 8 oeiits on a dollar more than a 
gold dollar was. This was sotting up a 
standard that was 3 cents on a dollar 
lower than the one which you say ought 
to have been retained. I think, then, we 
may safely eliminate from our minds 
any notion that any fraud or wickedness 
was practiced. And the only question 
is, Whioh system is the boat for this 
country—which will produce the best 
results? 


Why, we had some experience ill this 


country, but men's memories are short. 
In 1788 our earlier fathers determined 
to marry the two metals together. What 
is the first thing they did? It was to as- 
certain the market value of the two 
metftls as they stood side by side then, 
and they thought that they were lu to 
1—uot 1<! to 1, but 16 to 1, What was 
the effect? It was an overvaluation of 
silver. Yes, the gold in a gold dollar 
was worth more than the silver in a sil- 
ver dollar. 


What was theiesnlt? Why, if a man 


had $2, one of which was worth 100 
cents and the other was worth 102 
cents, ho kept the 103 cent dollar longer 
and passed off tho other one quicker. I 
don't mean thnt the average man did 
that Two cents on a dollar, even in 
those days, was not worth making much 
muss about, but the money changers 
were on the alert, aud whenever a silver 
dollar came into the bank or reached 
the money changers, he put it out of 
circulation. I have misstated that. I 
should have said that gold was more 
valuable—so that we bad silver alone 
during that period. 
The gold, being 


more valuable, fled away. 


Wall, now, tho gold disappearing, 


our fathers ill 1834 thought they had 
better make a change and see if they 
could not keep gold and silver together; 
so they changed die ratio from 15 to 1 
to 16 to 1, or, to be exact, to 16.98 to I. 
That turned out to to an overvaluation 
the other way, and what was the result? 
The result was that gold reigned su- 
preme. 


Then, in 1861, we had a war and we 


issued greenbacks, and greenbacks, be- 
ing cheaper, for 17 years drove out both 
gold and silver, but in 1879 we resumed 
specie payments, and the result was 
that we resumed them, as we agreed to 
do in 1878, upon a gold basis. And that 
has been the case ever since. 


This, then, is tae experience of the 


United States encountering single hand- 
ed the question of currency. We never 
were able, when there was a difference 
of 3 or 3 per cent, to keep the one metal 
alongside the other. It was always 
either gold or silver, never both. Now, 
if the United States could not lift a 
silver dollar that was worth only 3 
cents less than the gold dollar, can she' 
now lift a 50 cant dollar to the height 
of 100'-cents? And if she can, why 
should we want to do it? Suppose you 
have got a house. Is it worth any more, 
is it any different house, whether it is 
worth 2,000 silver half dollars or 1,000 
gold whole dollars? If you want to put 
your house at more dollars, why not cut 
the gold dollar in two, and measnre it 
by gold? 


Are there any more potatoes in 4,000 


pecks than there are in 1,000 bushels' 
If I remember my arithmetic right, and 
perhaps I don't, your house is the same, 
your farm is the same—it produces tht> 
same result. 


They say on a silver basis you'll scale 


flown your debt one-half. Would you do 
it and deprive the man you owe of one- 
half of what you <pwe him? Shall the 
nation do it? I say no, and not from 
sentiment do I make this statement, but 
from a selfish reason. 


We must preserve our credit in the 


world, and if we adopt a silver basis 
we'll ruin it the world over. 


We'want no silver basis to help us 


out of these hard times, because the sil- 
ver basis is dishonorable. 
Distrust 


brought on these hard times in 1898, 
•nd hard times will last until we turn 
down these silverites. 


This question is not going to be de- 


cided by noise or loud voiced eloquence 
or by appeal to prejudice or to greed, 
bat by the sound sense of an'honest, 
high thinking, successful country, the 
wisdom of a straightforward and manly 
Deosle. 


Would Not Blake 'an Increased Demand 


For Silver. 


The faction of the Silver party which 


believes that under free coinage at 16 
to 1 the bullion value of silver would 
be raised to its coinage ratio with gold 
lays that this will be done by reason of 
the greatly increased demand for silver. 
It in alleged that this additional demand 
Will make the silver dollar equal in 
value to a gold dollar and that, there- 
fore, there would be no repudiation of 
debts or loss to savings bank depositors, 
holders of insurance policies, etc. 


But while they talk of an increased 


use of silver money under free coinage 
the silverites do not attempt to show 
how or why more would be used. We 
have now over (630,000,000 in silver 
money, of which almost $560,000,000 
is full legal tender and $76,000,000 
subsidiary coinage. That the limit to 
the amount of the latter coins that will 
circulate has been reached is shown by 
the fact that over $15,000,000 is now 


| idle in the treasury vaults, there being 


I uo demand for it in business. 


Of the 481,883,041 silver dollars 


Which have been coined only 51,89tf,- 
777 are in circulation, the remaindei 
being represented by silver certificates. 
Were it not for these certificates it is 
doubtful whether one-half of the total 
coinage would go into circulation, as 
tho weight and bulk of the white metal 
make it unsuitable for general use. It 
must be remembered that under free 
coinage no silver certificates would be 
issued, all that the government would 
do being to stamp the metal brought to 
the mints and return it to its owner. 
Under such a system the total amount 
of silver used as money would be strict- 
ly limited to the quantity of coins which 
go into general circulation. We now 
have almost $9 per capita of silver 
money in its various forms. We cannot 
use more subsidiary silver, of which 
there is already too much. Nor is it 
possible to force each man, woman and 
child to use over $9 in silver coins. 
The thing is absurd. Indeed it is doubt- 
ful whether we would use more silver 
than Mexico, where under free coinage 
the per capita circulation is bat a little 
over $i. And in this country superior 
banking facilities make metallic money 
less necessary than in Mexico. 


The belief that free coinage would 


make an unliriitcdoreven an increased 
demand for silver is therefore a delu- 
sion. It should have no weight in th» 
discussion of the 16 to 1 proposition.

FARMERS' INSTITUTES. 


ERADICATING THE MOLE. 


ntinc This 


Netted! of Ort*»liln* and Oondnetlni 


Tbece lassrMttve MMtlng*. 


Three thousand dollars is annually 


appropriated by the Maine legislature 
for the purpose of holding two or more 
institutes in each county. Forty or 50 
meetings are usually held each year to- 
gether with a state dairy conference and 
• joint meeting with the State Porno- 
logical society. The work is in charge 
of the secretary of the state board of 
agriculture. Speakers are selected by 
the secretary upon consultation with the 
members. Interest in farmers' institutes 
is growing and ranch good is being done 
by them. Some new departures are pro- 
posed for the coming year. One is to 
hold an orchard field day in one of the 
largest orchards of the state for the 
purpose of discussing questions related 
to fruit growing. Another is the hold- 
ing of a field day some time iu August. 
It may be called a farmers' congress. 
This will be held in oonneotion with 
the state grange. 


New Hampshire's board of agricul- 


ture holds frequent institutes, but the 
system is far from what it should be. 


Vermont institute work is under the 


control of the state agricultural board. 
This board receives $8,000 annually and 
is required to hold at least one insti- 
tute in each county and. as many more 
as possible. Interest is increasing and 
ft good work is being done. 


In Connecticut there is no special ap- 


propriation made for institute work. 
The money given to the state board of 
agriculture is expended at its discretion 
in promoting agricultural interests. 
Twelve or more one day institutes (ire 
held during the year and one three days' 
convention. The speakers are usually 
drawn from the two state experiment 
station" 
Besides these meetings the 


dairy association holds a three or four 
days' convention annually. 


The fund for holding institutes in 


New York state is a direct appropria- 
tion of $15,000 each year by the legis- 
lature. The meetings ore located on a;» 
plication from granges, farmers' clnH 
etc., to the director, who is appointed 
by the commissioner of agriculture to 
arrange for meetings and employ speak- 
ers. The sneakers are principally prac- 
tical fanners who have been studying 
advanced methods of agriculture. Help 
is also received from the professors at 
Cornell university and the New York' 
experiment station at Geneva. Summer 
meetings are principally gatherings of 
farmers' clubs, grange picnics and meet- 
ings of that sort. During the past sea- 
son about 180 institutes were held. 


In New Jersey institute work is un- 


der the direction of the state board of 
agriculture. The secretary arranges for 
meetings, engages speakers, etc. There 
is no special institute l«w, but workers 
adapt themselves to the existing condi- 
tions. There are several county boards 
of agriculture auxiliary to the state 
board which hold mottinge, of their 
'Own. The regular institutes are extra. 


The first institutes held in Pennsyl- 


vania were under the control of the 
state board of agriculture. The legisla- 
ture at iU session in the winter of 1895 
organized a department of agriculture 
for the commonwealth and consolidated 
the various divisions of the work into a 
single department The institute work 
was placed in charge of the deputy sec- 
retary of agriculture, who was to be also 
director of institutes. 


There is no institute system at pres- 


ent in Delaware, although a work of 
this kind is contemplated. The forego- 
ing facts ar« gleaned from The New 
England Homestead's reports on fann- 
er*' institutes. 


Seed Potatoes. 


Second crop seed potatoes are good, 


ae we well know. The next best seed, 
says The Farm Journal, is that grown 
from last year's seed planted BO late 
that they do not fully mature before 
frost stops growth. When to plant de- 
pends on latitude, climate and variety, 
but many who cannot keep tubers in 
good condition that have been grows 
from April and May plantings may suc- 
ceed if they will plant this month. The 
main difficulty is to get good seed at 
this season. The resulting crop may be 
snail, but the seed thns grown will 
have strong vitality 


Irrigation In tho East. 


Gradually it is dawning on the farm- 


ers of the older states that the benefits 
of irrigation need not be confined to the 
plains of the west. As Irrigation Ags | 
says, there are few farms in the eaetera j 
states that are not "well watered," and ' 
every such farm may have ita product ' 
increased and insured by a comparative- j 
ly small expenditure, mostly in labor, j 
by conducting the water from a running 
stream or from an artificial reservoir, | 
which may be cheaply constructed. 
j 


A fanner in New York recently stated j 


that he had never known •>• year when 
there was rainf all enough to produce one 
full crop. A few plow farrows, supple- 
mented by the use of a common scraper, 
will carry tho water along the hillsides 
into the main laterals for the fields to 
be watered. Lay out the rows so that 
water will ran between them, not too 
rapidly, and turn it in when it is need- 
ed. There is almost always a week or 
two during the growth of a crop when 
a little additional water would add 
largely to the product. It should be re- 
membered, too, that the preparation for 
irrigating will provide for carrying ofl 
surplus water as well, a matter of hard- 
ly less importance.

Tarlena Ways «f Onmrnv 


Small, Sir Fast. 


As to how gardeners shall be entirely 


rid of moles in lawns and gardens re- 
mains au unsolved question. Here are, 
however, some helpful hints on the sub- 
ject from The American Agriculturist: 
Holes do not like to be disturbed in 
their operations, and if their runways 
are destroyed or closed up by tramping 
the ground above tbe rnnways they will 
change their quarters. The mole goes 
along four or five times a day to catch 
the insects that have dropped in liis 
path. Moles live mostly on grubs and 
•worms, yet are fond of various forms of 
vegetable matter. Those who have tried 
poisoned corn say that it will effectnal- 
ly-rid a place of moles. Soak the ker- 
nels ill arsenic water and place them in 
tbe runways. In soil that is not too por- 
ous) moles aud other vermin can some- 
times" be drowned out much more easily 
than dug ont, and if there is a largo 
supply of water this method of destroy- 
ing the pests may be practicable in al- 
most any soil. 


What seems, to be the safest and surest 


method of mole extermination, in the 
west at least, is tbe planting of castor 
beanr. Says a horticultural authority: 
"Tho castor oil plant seems to be a rank 
poison to all the animal world; no sort 
of bird, beast or creeping thing will 
touch it Even a goatwill starve before 
biting oS a leaf, and insects that will 
eat every other green thing in sight pass 
that by. There is hardly another in- 
stance in natural history of a plant lie- 
ing eo universally detested by the aui- 
mal world as the castor oil plant." The 
castor plant may have such effects in 
tho west, but in the east similar results 
are not obtainable, aa several trials have 
conclusively proved. 
But in the west 


the case of Eleanor M. Lucas of Cali- 
fornia speaks for itself. She writes: 


"Moles dislike castor beans, as do 


gophers, and they have both given my 
garden a wide berth since castor beans 
were planted, although they had pre- 
viously destroyed many valuable bulbs 
and plants. In 1S93 moles wero unusu- 
ally troublesome. A few beans were 
tucked in my bulb bed, a favorite haunt 
for moles, others in the rose border, 
some near the violet bed and wherever 
the pefits were most troublesome. A few 
moles had runs here and there, and I at 
once dropped a bean in their path. Last 
year I planted only a few beans to keep 
them at bay, and not a mole has been 
seen. My mow roses were being laid in 
a state of devastation by the red spider, 
but since the castor Tines have overshad- 
owed the bushes this tiny pest has also 
absented itself; therefore I believe it 
detests the castor beans as all the ani- 
mal world seems to da " 


Winter Storing of Onlont. 


The winter storing of onions is al- 


ways attended with more or less loss. If 
not thoroughly oared when sorted, many 
of the bnlba will sprout and others 
will decay if they have sustained even 
slight braises in harvesting. There will 
be more or less shrinkage and a large 
percentage of the onions will be lost if 
the proper care is not given to ventila- 
tion and maictaining the desired tem- 
perature. For these and other reasons 
most growers prefer to dispose of the 
crop as soov as possible and are willing 
to accept low prices rather than ran the 
risk of loss by storage. 


It is absolutely essential for success- 


ful winter storing that the bulbs should 
be well matured, thoroughly oared, not 
bruised, and in a perfectly dormant 
state. Most growers prefer topping the 
onions before storing. Sheep shears can 
be used to advantage in th\s work, leav- 
ing about an inch of the onion top ex- 
tending above the bulb. The sorting 
may also be done by hand or by meaus 
of a screen, the rods or slata of which 
diverge, letting the bnlbs fall into three 
hoppers, separating the onions into three 
grades.—Pacific Enral Press. 


Trmneplantlac Atparoens. 


According to American Gardening, 


tbe young plants aro not necessarily 
transplanted tho first year if grown in 
garden rows unless the stand be very 
thick. Bat if desired they may be set 
in close rows, with plants a few inches 
apart for the first year. This leaves them j 
in easy shape to handle when winter

One of (he recent developments of 


the epicureanism for which the Quaker 
City w famous is a chafing dish club, 
an interesting novelty in it* way. A 
number of the best known gormauds 
in the city meet regularly for supper, 
each man in his turn filling the office of 
cook aud beiug compelled by the by- 
laws to prepare supper in chafing dishes 
for the entire party. 
At' a recent 


meeting David A. Curtis, one of the 
founders of that ill fated paper, The 
Cook, was the guest and surprised tho 
club with a genuine improvement on 
the old fashioned Welsh rabbit It was 
unanimously declared a success, and the 
clnb passed a vote of thanks to Mr. Cur- 
tis, in return for which he told his rec- 
ipe. 


"I have experimented with the rab- 


bit for a dozen years," he said, "but 
only this winter have I succeeded in 
making one that seems perfect to ma. 
As you have seen, I use one egg to a 
pound of cheese and have the egg thor- 
oughly beaten, yolk and white together, 
before beginning to cook. A mere triflo 
of olive oil in (he-chafing dish is enough 
to keep the cheese from burning or 
sticking to the dish, and when the oil 
is fairly hat I put in, not the ordinary 
mild dairy chfxse, which is generally 
used, bat soft cresm cheese. It melts 
rapidly, and while it is melting I sea- 
son it highly. Seasoning is, of course, 
always a matter of individual taste, but 
I use salt, white pepper, which I prefer 
to cayenne, iry mustard, Worcestershire 
sauce and a plentiful sprinkling of curry 
powder. 


' 'Then, just as the cheese is almost 


melted, I pour iu a gill of stale lager 
beer to the pound of cheese instead of 
the ale which is ordinarily .used. That 
is again a matter of taete, but I prefer 
it to ale. Then I stir quickly for a mo- 
ment or two and add the egg very slowly, 
stirring furiously the while. If the 
cheese is good and the heat is exactly 
right, the paste will puff up into a very 
light cream, as yon saw it do just now. 
The. toast, of course, is already prepared, 
and the plates are h«t I so all that re- 
mains is to panr this cream over the 
toast and eat Immediately. 


"The reason I out the toast into dice 


before cooking the cheeso was to give 
yon tbe pleasure,' whioh was certainly 
unexpected to yon, of eating what I 
have modestly named the Otirtis rabbit 
with a teaspoon. I may say that I have 
tried the dish on a number of people 
who are fond of Welsh rabbits, but who 
do not dare,to cat them on account of 
their difficulty of digestion, aud not a 
single person has experienced tho slight- 
est trouble afterward." 


The clnb agreed unanimously that 


the new dish was not only a decided 
novelty, but a toothsome success It was 
certainly as light as whipped cream, 
and, as the cook declared, was readily 
to be cateu with a teaspoon. Moreover, 
though it was by no means so substan- 
tial a viand as the rabbit made of 
pressed cheese, its flavor was far- moro 
delicate.

STRICKEN CUBA. 


New Tork Health OflkMT** Inv«tlf ition 


of the Plague Ridden totaae. ' 


Kew York, Aug. 18.—Health officer 


Alvah H. Doty has returned 
from 


Havana, Cuba. He said he had only 
spent two days in Havana, because he 
found on errival that it would be im- 
possible for him to reach either Santi- 
ago or Cienfuegos, wbere there are 
alarming outbreaks of smallpox. He 
therefore confined his observations to 
a close inspection of the conditions 
prevailing at Havana, He found that 
there was a great deal of* yellow fever 
and smallpox in the city and surround- 
ing country. The sanitary conditions 
were terrible. 
The whole city's sew- 


age was emptied into 'the bay and 
the tide was not sufficient to carry it 
to sea. Consequently the bay was a 
constant breeder of yellow fever. Two 
points in particular were noticeably 
offensive, opposite the Reprna docks 
and in the vicinity of the military hos- 
pitals. Dr. Doty states that any ves- 
sels arriving here which were loaded 
at the docks in these places will be 
subjected to the most rigorous quaran- 
tine. There were 300 cases of yellow 
fever and 100 deaths reported from the 
military hospital during the two weeks 
previous to Dr. Doty's visit. He is 
confident that the condition of the city 
of Havana is much worse than in ordi- 
navy summers, as the presence of such 
a number of unacolimated soldiers has 
a very bad effect and also the frequent 
moving of large bodies of military men 
from one part of the island to another 
tends to spread disease. 


New York's Quarantine Faellltlei. 


It was Dr. Duty's intention to ap- 


point a resident physician to represent 
him in each of the three cities of 
Havana, Cienfuegos anS Santiago, and 
he lucceeded in securing an eminent 
medical man in each one of these cities 
who will regularly report to him the 
sanitary condition of the towns they 
represent and also the progress and 
effectiveness of such measures as the 
local authorities may take to prevent 
the spread of disease. Dr. Doty re- 
fii-,p«l to give the names of his repre- 
sentative* for publication, saying that 
their usefulness to his department 
might Ii9 impaired thereby. 
There 


vi ill be no change made In the manner 
of inspection of Havana vessels at this 
port. The health officer is satisfied 
that tha present system of detaining 
all foreign born passengers from Cuba, 
-••ho have not become acclimated by a 
ten years' residence in tbe island, is 
the best way to insure against the 
introduction of yellow fever, while in 
the case of vessels arriving from those 
ports which are infected »ith /mall- 
pox, a most rigid examination of all on 
board will be made and nhere there is 
the slightest suspicion of infection 
the vessel will be detained until the 
full Incubative period of,fourteen days 
shall have elapsed from tUe time the 
vessel cleared from the port. With 
the aid of his newly completed fumi- 
gating steamer Dr. Doty feels confi- 
dent that there will be no introduction 
of the dread disease into iliib city. 
He expresses himself as muck gratified 
with the result of his trip.
